round the boundaries of the camp.

If you or your children devise a 
quiz programme for tho family they 
incline .also to marshat questions 
calllng for bookish information, but 
they and tho rest of the family 
would enjoy ‘the quizzing more if tha 
questions could be answered: out of 
thelr everyday observations und cx- 
perlences. 

It would -be excellent mental 
exercise for a child ten or fifteen. to 
devise questions, some of which his 
brother or sister only three years old 
could answer. Having such con- 
sideration of .the younger child 
would do something good for. both 
children and, os the younger child 
proved able to give the right answer, 
he. would fccel himself more a 
part of tho family group. The qucs- 
tloning might be done while the 
family are leisurely sitting about 
the dinner table or fireside.

‘Unsweetened, canned evaporated 
milk costs about a third os much as 
fresh ‘milk, and has equal food value. 
It Io made from fresh sterilised 

- mile that has been - homogenised, 
and from which 60¢% of the water 
content. hns been removed. By 
adding an equal amount of water to 
evaporated milk, the equivalent of 
fresh whole milk is obtalned. When 
irradinted, evaporated milk becomes 
an Important source of Vitamin D. 


Then there is dried milk; Whole 
dried mills is only a trifle less. ex- 
pensive than fluld milk, and it's in- 
valuable for use in emergencies, or 
when refrigeration is not available, 
as on vacations and long motor, trips. 
Dried skim milk has had only tho 
fat solids removed. The ‘calclum 
and other minerals are still there, 
nnd it Is very Inexpensive, so when 
using It, just spread the butter or 
margarine a litle thicker on the 
bread to provide enough fat. Every- 
day plan to use at Jeast half the re- 
quired milk quota in cooking cereals, 
cream soups, escalloped . dishes, 
snuces, creamed vegetables, custard 
desserts or milk puddings. The

: S. AMERY, formerly 

Seeretary of State for 
. India, and a close asso- 
ciate of Mr Churchill, has 
written an article (nee Page 4) 
summarising what has arisen 
nt the conference of the Com- 
monwealth which he describes 
as “the most fruitful.” He 
finds three great subjects have 
been discussed. The second of 
these is the “cold war" being 
waged by Communist Russia. 
As he remarks, there are two 
ends to the cold war—one in 
Europe, one in Agia. Amd in 
both eases the Commonwealth 
countries have endorsed what 
the British Government is 
doing. The premiers heard Mr 
Malcolm MacDonnld tell them 
of the Malayan troubles. 


Naturally’ «very little | has 
been revealed of what went on 
in the meetings. They are 
easentially Cabinet meetings— 
and ns secret as the Cabinet, 
But some general trends have 
come to the ears of this writer. 
The way affairs are turning for 
the Commonwealth in Asia is 
worth examining in the light of 
these reports. : 


First; the distinction that 
was made that in Southeast 
Asia pure Russian Communism 
ig not an immediate * danger.

Sir,~As. an old resittent of the 
Colony with some knowledge: of. the 
needa of -hoth fac public ant the 
Clvit’ Service, muy I suggest that 
what damns the new ‘Leighton Hill 
houses Js the timing of the scheme 
rather than the scheme Itself, 

The -14 old Leighton HAL houses 
were bullt about 1920 at a cost 
Including site and supervision ‘ot 
about $70,000 a house, with five 
living rooms, wire enclosed veran- 
dahs and usual offices, but no 
Rarnges, . They = were two storey 
houses (Ground and 1st Floor), 
three or four to nh block, The 26 
new fints of about the snme size but 
with garages cost about $4,370,000, 
made up of” contract outlays ‘of 
$3,000,000, P.W.D. supervision $190,- 
000 at 5 per cent, (standard R.LB.A. 
rate) and slte value of $380,000 at 
n modest $5 a square foot, This 
works out nt about $166,000 a fiat, 
a high, though pot rediculous, figure. 

The fact js, however, that at such 
a time, with demands on the public 
purse more urgent than, they ever 
were, and for buikilng most urgent 
of all, the spending of nearly 4% 
million dollars. to: house | 26 Civil 
Servants Is a ludicrous Juxury. The 
name sum, instead of being used 
to house 26 Civit Servants,, could, 
with the community's credit to back 
it, have met the carrying. charges 
on a ninety-two Iniiiion doling self 
Uquidating housing lonn, enough to 
house over 1,200 business men aad 
make a sizenble inroud on the public 
housing problem of the Colony, The 
fact that the public housing pro- 
bien hos been almost entirely 
ignored until now merely inerenses 
absurdity...

Housing, owing to the security 
afforded by the buildings, is pecu- 
Harly suited to low interest loans, 
as every bullding socicty knows, and 
publitc housing, backed by the credit 
of the community in addition, Is 
the best sulted of all, Land need 
not be an expense to any great 
extent, since there is plenty of 
public land available—e.g. the 
abandoned site for a suburb below 
Jardine’s Lookout (with new road 
and bus service) and in Kowloon 
the King's Park neighbourhood. 

‘Without undeveloped site cost it 
should be possibic in 6 to 18 months 
to build 1,200 decent fomily flats or 
small houses at $75,000 apiece in- 
cluding oll P.W.D. services and 
make them available for business 
men, who have the first claim on 
the Colony, at $340 a month apiece, 
this for the same net cost to the 
public purse as the housing of these 
26 Civil Servants.

murk he saw a creature at least 20 
feet long and deep in proportion. 

The nature. of this and other 
shadowy shapes which moved on the 
cdzte of Beebe's searchlight beam ts 
unknown, But the possibility must 
be considered’ that they were cren- 
tures thought to be long extinct, 

Conditions in the great depths 
have remained unchanged since the 
grent Age of Fishes 300,000,000 ycars 
ago, Some of the queer forms which 
scientists have found ag fossils in the 
rocks may still be olive there. 

That this is no mere theory was 
proved in 1938, when South Afriean 
flshermen dredged up such al living 
fossll—a six-feet-long fish thought 
to have been extinct for .60,000,uU0 
years, 

It was a seleatifie bombshell, as 
dramatic as if a dinosaur had been 
eaptured in the South American 
Junie.
